246 times for Saints over a 
13-year spell at Franklin’s 
Gardens, said: “Having got to 
know Leon and the 
Barwell family well 
during my time 
with the Saints, it 
fills me with pride 
to be able to help 
raise money for 
what is a tremen¬ 
dous cause. 

“The match will 
be a truly unique occasion and 
one I can’t wait to be part of, 
and hopefully the whole of 
Northamptonshire will get 
behind it and fill the stands at 


Sixfields Stadium.” 

Mr Sampson said: “Having 
spent a large part of my pro¬ 
fessional football career in the 
county, I am delighted to par¬ 
ticipate in this event to raise 
awareness and funding to sup¬ 
port families in Northampton¬ 
shire affected by cancer. 

“I am sure not just fans of 
the county’s teams but the 
public in general will come to 
support this event.

Demolition of‘mouth 
of hell’ is ‘worth cost’ 



A'controlled, initiated 
collapse’ will see the building 
once dubbed the 'mouth of hell’ 
reduced to rubble in about 10 
seconds. 

After months of painstaking 
work to strip the interior of the 
asbestos -laden Greyfriars bus 
station, the outer frame of the 
town centre building is now set 
to come down in one go. 

The company in charge of 
the demolition, DSM Ltd, said 
that bringing the 1974 building 
down ‘brick-by-brick’ as orig¬ 
inally intended, would be too 
costly and time consuming. 

Instead, a ‘controlled initi¬ 
ated collapse’ will take place on 
a day before the end of March, 
the firm has revealed. 

Making the announcement, 
the leader of the borough coun¬ 
cil, Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh (Con, Rectory Farm) said: 
“I am very pleased that this 
method of demolition- a con¬ 
trolled initiated collapse - 
means that Greyfriars can be 
brought down very quickly and 
that the [surrounding] area can 
be cleaned up and re-opened all 
on the same day, so that life can 


get back to normal in the town 
as quickly as possible.” 

Letters are due to go out to 
businesses and nearby resi¬ 
dents informing them of the 
plans. The actual site clean-up 
afterwards was likely to take 
“several weeks”, he added. 

Contracts manager for 
DSM, Billy Young, who is lead¬ 
ing the demolition project, 
said the chosen method was 


the most cost-effective way of 
bringing the reinforced con¬ 
crete structure down. 

DSM took over the contract 
in August and Mr Young added 
that the site was now clear of 
asbestos. The overall cost of 
the scheme has now increased 
from the proj ected £4111 to £5m. 

Councillor Mackintosh 
said the cost was justified as 
the former bus station was “an 


obsolete, unsafe building” that 
was blocking the regeneration 
of a key site in Northampton. 

“The costs have increased 
as the time of the demolition 
has lengthened and the asbes¬ 
tos was found,” he said. “What 
we are clear about is that the 
benefits for the town will be 
the release of that site. The ex¬ 
tra money is justified in order 
to do this.” 


Expert says controlled explosion is best option 


Contracts manager for DSM, 
Billy Young, said the firm ex¬ 
plored taking the building 
down ‘brick-by-brick’ and 
also considered the use of‘ul¬ 
tra high reach’ machinery to 
dismantle it in stages from the 


outside. 

But he said two ‘lateral 
beams’ discovered during 
the interior demolition of the 
site changed its approach to 
thejob. 

The supporting beams 


could well have collapsed 
the rest of the building if re¬ 
moved, meaning a ‘controlled 
collapse’ was the only viable 
option. 

The contracts manager, 
who has more than 30 years’ 


experience, said Greyfriars 
would be by no means his 
toughest task. 

He said: “I’ve brought down 
solid steel buildings, so a bit of 
re-enforced concrete isn’t go¬ 
ing to worry me.”

“Our discussions with Net¬ 
work Rail are well advanced 
and we should be in a posi¬ 
tion to start construction ear¬ 
ly next year.” 

Demolition of the cur¬ 
rent station buildings will 


commence as soon as the 
‘bright and airy’ new facility 
is opened. 

Last month a spokesper¬ 
son for Network Rail said ‘un- 
forseen contractual issues’ 
had delayed the opening until 
November. 

The new car park will fea¬ 
ture a lift and a bridge, offer¬ 
ing passengers direct access to 
the ticket floor of the station. 

Building work is expected 
to take between nine and 12 
months and once complete, 
the current car park will be 
removed, ready for the start 
of‘phase three’ of the project, 
which will see the construc¬ 
tion of commercial and light 
industrial properties in Black 
Lion Hill. 

It is not yet known whether 
the borough council will run 
the new car park, but leader 
of the authority, Councillor 
David Mackintosh (Con Rec¬ 
tory Farm) confirmed that it 
would be paying for the con¬ 
struction. 

He said: “What we want 
is to make sure we have a new 
car park that services the sta¬ 
tion to the right standard. We 
want to make Northampton’s 
railway station fit for the fu¬ 
ture.” 


Grant money 
scheme gets 
extension 


An extra £40,000 has been handed 
out by the borough council’s Business 
Incentive Scheme, the leader of the 
authority was expected to announce 
today. 

Unveiling the next stage of the Alive re¬ 
generation programme in Northamp¬ 
ton, Councillor David Mackintosh was 
likely to reveal the scheme had now 
provided £290,000 of private invest¬ 
ment to new and start-up firms in the 
town in the form of grants. The author¬ 
ity had initially pledged £250,000, but 
the council leader said it had been in¬ 
creased due to its success. 

Speaking yesterday he said: “This mon¬ 
ey has helped to create 122 jobs in the 
form of 39 separate grants. It has also 
helped to fill 21 units, 15 of those are re¬ 
tail units in the town centre." 

The council leadersaid borough council 
car parks had seen a40 per cent usage 
increase since free evening and week¬ 
end parking was introduced in April. 
The total amount of people parking in 
town centre car parks such as Mayor- 
hold, St Johns and Mounts since April 
was 8,113,209.

ROAD TEST- RENAULT TWINGO DYNAMIQUE SCE 70 STOP & START 

New style is chic and charming 


It looks good in a cheeky, 
properly modern way and 
its little engine lives under 
the boot floor, to intrigue the 
techies among us; both fea¬ 
tures giving the new Twingo a 
promising start in life. 

It’s got a lot to live up to. Ver¬ 
sion one arrived in 1992 and 
was an instant hit, with just 
the right amount of French 
chic to sit it at the top of many 
twenty-somethings’ automo¬ 
tive wish-lists across main¬ 
land Europe. 


The success of their baby 
may even have surprised its 
parent, for no right-hand drive 
was ever offered. 

It didn’t stop some Brits 
buying, and loving, the left- 
handed model, whose com¬ 
parative narrowness helped 
a helmsman sitting on the 
wrong side of the car. 

Twingo II arrived in 2007, 
was available with UK-sided 
steering and sold tolerably 
well, despite losing its charm 
and looking like any number 
of other small family hatches. 

Now comes Twingo III and 


Renault has found its small car 
mojo again, with added practi¬ 
cality thanks to a bold decision 
to switch ends for the engine. 

That move pays off in sev¬ 
eral ways, from allowing a 
stretched passenger cabin, 
despite being shorter overall, 
to letting the front wheels turn 
much more sharply, for a turn¬ 
ing circle that will make driv¬ 
ers chuckle the first time they 
make a U-turn. 

Packing the engine away at 
the back doesn’t badly com¬ 
promise boot space, which can 
anyway be boosted by folding 


down the rear seats. The front 
passenger seat backrest flops 
forward too. 

Every new Twingo has four 
doors. Renault says the popu¬ 
larity of two-door city cars is 
falling and has styled its new 
baby with hidden releases at 
the rear, for the more coupe 
look of a two-door but with 
added practicality. 

Prices of the new Twingo 
range from £9,495 to £11,695, 
with all but the dearest using 
the same 1.0 litre engine and 
clearly aimed at a life in the 
city.

ENGLAND boss Stuart Lan¬ 
caster admits Luther Burrell 
is unlikely to be fit in time to 
face New Zealand on Novem¬ 
ber 8 - but says the Saints cen¬ 
tre will not need surgery on his 
hand injury.
